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1 . EDWARD DELONG OF UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL REPORTED 
THAT M. D. NORDYKE OF LIVERMORE LAB TOLD AMERICAN ASSOCIA- 
TION FOR ADVANCEMENT OF SCIENCE THAT LIMITED RUSSIAN 
REPORTS AND WESTERN ANALYSIS INDICATE THAT USSR 
PNE'S .ARE ACT VELY BEING PURSUED AND, IN SOME 
CASES, APPEAR TO BE IN ROUTINE INDUSTRIAL USE." NORDYKE 
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AND OTHERS AT ASSOCIATION'S ANNUAL MEETING SAID SUCH USE OF 
PEACEFUL ATOMIC BLASTS POSES MAJOR OBSTACLE TO FULL-FLEDGED 
U.S.-USSR NUCLEAR TEST BAN TREATY. NORDYKE SAID SOVIET 
NUCLEAR BLASTS FOR ENERGY PRODUCTION AND OTHER PEACEFUL 
PURPOSES RANGED IN POWER FROM FEW THOUSAND TONS TO ABOUT 
100,000 TONS OF TNT. HE SAID SOVIETS AVERAGED THREE OR 
FOUR SUCH EXPLOSIONS ANNUALLY IN LATE 1960S, HIT PEAK OF 
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NINE IN 1972 AND HAVE DROPPED BACK CLOSE TO ORIGINAL RATE 
IN RECENT YEARS. NORDYKE SAID SOVIETS HAVE ' CARRIED OUT 
WELL OVER 40 (PEACEFUL) EXPLOSIONS. APPLICATIONS THAT 
APPEAR TO BE ENERGY ORIENTED ARE STORAGE, STIMULATION OF 

WELLS, DEEP SEISMIC SOUNDING AND GAS WELL FIRE CONTROL." 

2. CHARLES CORDDRY OF BALTIMORE SUN REPORTED THAT PENTA- 
GON SAID ESTIMATED EVENTUAL COST OF ITS 48 MAJOR WEAPONS 
PROGRAMS INCREASED BY 17.4 BILLION DOLLARS IN LAST 
QUARTER OF 1977. IT WAS ESTIMATED THAT THESE PROGRAMS 
NOW WOULD COST 205 BILLION DOLLARS, WITH INFLATION 
ACCOUNTING FOR 13.7 BILLION DOLLARS OF LAST QUARTER 
INCREASE. REMAINDER WAS ATTRIBUTED TO VARIOUS CHANGES 
IN PROGRAMS. UPI NOTED THAT 17.4 BILLION DOLLAR ESCALA- 
TION APPROACHED 18.4 BILLION DOLLAR INCREASE RECORDED 
FOR LAST QUARTER OF 1976. WHICH WAS AN ALL-TIME RECORD. 

3. REAR ADMIRAL D. P. HARVEY, DIRECTOR OF NAVAL INTELLI- 
GENCE TOLD HOUSE SUBCOMMITTEE THAT USSR CAN "DIRECTLY 
CHALLENGE OUR INTERESTS AT SEA." UPI REPORTED THAT 
HARVEY SAID AS OF JAN. 1 . SOVIET NAVY HAD 233 SURFACE 
WARSHIPS OF FRIGATE SIZE AND LARGER, LARGEST MISSILE AND 
ATTACK SUBMARINE COMBAT AND MINE WARFARE CRAFT, WORLD'S 
LARGEST SHIPBUILDING INDUSTRY, FOURTH LARGEST MERCHANT 
FLEET AND LARGEST FISHING AND SURVEY FLEETS AFLOAT. 
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"SOVIET NAVY," HE SAID, "CLEARLY POSSES NECESSARY FORCES 
AND CAPABILITY TO MOUNT AN INTENSIVE INTERDICTION CAM- 
PAIGN AGAINST U.S. AND ALLIED SEA LINES OF COMMUNICATION." 

4. CARYLE MURPHY OF WASHINGTON POST REPORTED FROM 
JOHANNESBURG THAT SOUTH AFRICA HAS DECIDED TO CONVERT 
ITS EXPERIMENTAL URANIUM ENRICHMENT PLANT INTO FACILITY 
CAPABLE OF PRODUCING ENRICHED URANIUM IN COMMERICAL 
QUANITITES. DECISION, DISCLOSED THIS WEEK, SHE SAID,

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LY UNDERMINE" ACCORD. HE ASSERTED THERE IS' NO END TO 
PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGN AIMED AT RETOUCHING TREATY PROVISIONS' 
ALREADY AGREED TO IN ORDER TO "MAKE SITUATION UNEQUAL FOR 
SOVIET SIDE AND TO STRIVE FOR CERTAIN ADVANTAGES FOR 
U.S." DRUZHININ, COMMENTING ON LAST WEEK'S PRAVDA EDI- 
TORIAL, CITED "MANY WESTERN OBSERVERS" AS NOTING THAT IN

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6. BOB WILLIS, WRITING IN ROANOKE, VIRGINIA TIMES AND 
WORLD-NEWS, COMMENTED ON AMBASSADOR WARNKE S RECENT 
APPEARANCE AT FOREIGN POLICY CONFERENCE FOR EDITORS 
AND BROADCASTERS. WILLIS, DESCRIBING WARNKE’S PERFOR- 
MANCE AS "COOLLY BUSINESSLIKE AND ENTIRELY PRAGMATIC,"

SPECIALISTS AS SAYING JET FIGHTERS CARTER ADMINISTRA- 
TION PLAN TO SEND TO MIDDLE EAST WOULD NOT ALTER BALANCE 
OF POWER THERE. ISRAEL, SPECIALISTS POINTED OUT, COULD 
KNOCK DOWN ANYTHING EGYPT COULD PUT IN SKY. ALTHOUGH 
SAUDI ARABIA WOULD GET60 F-15S ITS PLANES WOULD NOT

9. SYNDICATED COLUMNIST GOERGE F. WILL, WRITING IN 
FEB. 16 WASHINGTON POST. SAID RICHARD CAMMON AND BEN 
WATTENGERG, "RUTH AND GEHRIG OF VOTING ANALYSIS," 

BELIEVE CARTER'S PRINCIPAL PROBLEM "IS THAT MANY POLICY- 
MAKING JOBS BELOW CABINET LEVEL ARE OCCUPIED BY IDEO- 
LOGUES FROM...ACTIVITIST MOVEMENT OF LAST DECADE."' 

WILL SAID SCAMMON AND WATTENBERG, WRITING IN INAUGURAL 
ISSUE OF "PUBLIC OPINION," JOURNAL PUBLISHED BY AMERICAN 
ENTERPRISE INSTITUTE, "DO NOT DWELL UPON AN ADDITIONAL 
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HAZARD TO CARTER: NO RECENT PRESIDENT HAS SURROUNDED 
HIMSELF WITH SUCH NARROW RANGE OF VIEWS, OR VIEWS MORE 
UNLIKE THOSE OF CONGRESS AND PUBLIC. THIS IS ESPECIALLY
